Whatever 
Htafire  of  prosperity  this  country  has  regained, 
lollowlng  years  of  depression,  is  largely  an  o«t- 
txwie  of  the  Ottawa  Agreements.  The  British 
_  market  la  the  most  dependable  In  the  world  be- 
'  :ause  of  the  stability  it  enjoys.  No  concessions 
that  could  be  offered  to  this  country's  exports 
by  the  United  States  would  make  up  In  the  long 
f-un  for  the  lu:>s  that  would  be  sustained  by 
dwindling  exporU  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Such 
%  loss  has  been  foreshadowed  aRain  and  again  as 
a  prerequisite  to  the  inauguration  of  an  Anglo- 
American  trade  treaty. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  KlnR  obviously  intends  to  sur- 
render certain  preferential  rights  enjoyed  under 
the  Ottawa  Agreementa.  or  elae  acquleaee  in  the

The'ie  lias  been  no  actor  within  living  memory 
who  so  gave  himself  up  heart  and  soul  and  with 
great  abilities  to  the  parta-he  played  as  did  the 
late  Sir  Hemy  Iivliit'  The  cente/iary  of  his 
birth  is  now  being  celebrated,  and  there  are  many 
who-stlll  remember  one  who  rightly  earned' the 
reputation  of  beiuK  the  create  t  iiMurr  on  the 
modern  stage,  a  stage  which  he  lifted  from  the 
rut  Of  formalism  and-  mediocrity  Into  which  it 
had  fallen.  Those  plays  in  which  Sir  Henry 
captivated,  the  public  imagination  were  "The 
Bells,"  "The  Vicar  of  Wakefield."  "The  Corslcan 
Brothers, "  '  Becket  '  and  some  of  Shakespeare's 
dramas.  The  first  of  these  was.  if  ever  there  was. 
a  one-man  play,  calling  for  intense  emotional 
feeling,  for  sustained  dramatic  power,  for  an 
individual  in  communion  with  his  own  reactions 
holding  the  stage  and  gripping  his  audience  as 
perhaps  no  one  has  done  before  or  since. 

Sir  Henry  was  the  one  man  who  ever  pliyed 
"The  Bells"  to  perfection,  but  it  was  hi  Beckei ' 
that  he  earned  his  greatest  fame.  It  was  aym- 
bollc  of  the  first  actor  of  his  age  that  he  should 
have  died  In  the  hour  and  article,  as  it  were,  of 
We  meH-  triumphant  predueMew. — lUs  paaslng 
occurred  suddenly  In  Bradford,  two  days  after 
the  town  had  feted  him,  an  occasion  when  he 
spoke  of  ihe  sands  of  his  life  as  nmnlng  out 
fast  His  prediction  was  fulfilled  Just  after  he 
had  pronounced  the  last  words  of  "Becket" — 
"into  Thy  hands,  O  Lord^  into  Thy  hands."

RETRENrHMi:T<rr  IN  EOrCATION 

The  little  red  schoolhou.se,  the  playing  fields  of 
Eton,  knowledge  is  power,  learn  young,  learn  fair 
-these  and  similar  phra.ses  testify  to^  pretty 
general  belief  in  the  vitalizing  power  Of  educa- 
tion, the  beneficent  influence  of  schools  and 
schoolmasters.  So  general.  Indeed,  and  so  deep- 
.seated  is  the  belief  in  education  that  some  good 
people  seem  to  believe  that  the  school  can  per- 
form miracles.  They  are  quite  sure  that  to  cure 
economic  depression,  increase  employment,  and 
even  compose  the  dlfTerences  between  capital 
and  )Mhat  all  you  need  to  do  Is  to  revise  the  school 
programme  of  studies,  give  less  time  to  books  and 
more  to  hand  work,  reduce  formal  grammar  and 
do  more  to  stenography,  put  bookkeeping  on  and 
take  algebra  oJT,  read  less  literature  and  history 
and  make  more  utensils  and  tools  of  wood  and 
^mttaL  More  than  that,  they  use  language  which 
suggeists  that  If  our  schools  had  only  been  kept 
up  to  date  by  judicious  revision  of  their  pro- 
irammea  the  depression  wouM  not  hasre  occurred! 

The  tarjiayer  of  tf)dny  Is  well  awarp  that  much 
jf  his  burden  is  due  u>  expendlturej^  for  educa 
tlon,  light-heartedly  entered  toto  in 
go-hicky  days  when  school  by-law 
the  borrowing  of  huge  sums 
carelessly  vo(ed  upon  and  carried 
majorities.  In  those  spacious  time 
ratepayer  assented  almost  automalically  to  any 
and  every  proposal  to  borrow  mhney  for  the 
schools.  Anyone  who  had  the  hardihood  to  sug- 
gest that  these  borrowings  were  extravagant  and 
unwarranted  was  looked  upon  as  imgenerous, 
tight-fisted,  short-sighted,  an  unenlightened  re- 
actionary. In  short,  devoid  of  public  spirit.  Never- 
theless the  policy  of  wholesale  and  universal 
sdueation  continued  to  raise  doubts  and  quei- 
tloningi.  -Again  and  again  the  question  was 
asked  whether  it  had  been  proved  that  every 
i  luld  In  the  comnmnity  Is  really  and  truly  en- 
^  dowed  with  the  Intellectual  capacity  necessary 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  studies 
required  In  the  old  high  school  cotTTST". 

Everyone  knows  that  the  original  idea  of  edu- 
cation at  public  expense  was  to  combat  the  evils 
of  Illiteracy,  to  give  young  people  some  acquaint- 
ance with  the  tool.s  of  learning,  to  teach  them  to 
read,  write  and  cipher.  Until  mid -Victorian  times 
the  State  was  commonly  thought  to  be  doing  Its 
-whole  duty  when  It  made  provision  for  these 
matters  in  the  elementary  schools.  During  the 
later  Victorian  Era.  however  tha  ldeC<^ educa- 
tion as  a  function  of  government  underwent 
considerable  expansion,  and  the  practice  of 
expending  public  funds  upon  the  education  of 
children  beyond  the  elementary  stag^  spread 
rapidly.  During  the  last  fifty  years  many  have 
held  it  almost  as  an  axiom  that  everyone  has  a 
right  to  a  hlKh  school  education  at  public  ex- 
pense. Consequently  the  enrolment  of  pupils  in 
high  schools  has  Ineroaeed  greatly.  According  to 
the  Canada  Year  Bonk  there  were  1,988  high 
school  pupils  enrolled  in  this  Province  twenty- 
five  years  aga  In  1935  there  were  22,aS5.  In  the 
meantime  the  population  had  doubled.  Twenty- 
flVe  years  ago  there  was  one  pupil  In  the  high 
^eehool  out  of  200  of  the  population.  Today  there 
la  one  in  thirty-three  In  Victorian  days  It  was 
rigarded  as  a  matter  of  some  distinction  to 
attend  Uia  high  school.  Nowadaya  it  is  a  matter 
^f  course.  Indeed.  w1i»  n  students  In  a  university 
supported  by  pubUc  funds  pass  resolutions  pro- 
testing agahist  this  or  that  rogi^tion, and  "de- 
mand" belter  terms  in  regard  to  fees,  no  one  is 
greatly  astonished.  Such  incidents  are  taken  as 
a  matlor  of  «mbw  fey  a  public  long  accustomed 
to  extravagant  expendltilfl.r"ToF~ed\icatlorL  AJOd. 
exiravagant  demands  from  certain  bodies  "or- 
piiifcgir  to  exploit  Ihl  publk.
